tions on their reserv ations were noted 
in an annu al report by Indian Com­ 
missioner Bu rke. 
Growth by 2,59 9 in the last y ear to 
a total of 346 ,9 02 in a popu lation total 
entirely dependent on the differen e 
between the birth and death rates, is 
accepted 
as proof that the Indians 
are becoming a healthier people. 
Campaigns being condu cted against 
trachoma and tu bercu losis, the mosj. 
prev alent Indian diseases, are y ielding 
resu lts, and the commissioner seeks 
on additional appropriation of $130.- 
000 to carry on'the work. 
A gain In school 
attendance also 
was noted, 6 5,48 4 Indians hav ing been 
enrolled in v ariou s schools, represent­ 
ing an increase of 4,07 1 ov er 19 23. 
In 
three y ears the nu mber of teachers in 
the Indians* su mmer training schools 
hat grown from 24 to 325. 
Althou gh oil and gas operations on 
Indian reserv ations were less than 
normal, the leasings reached 226 ,9 10 
acres; 49 ,6 40,458 barrels were pro­ 
du ced, and the total rev enu e was $29 ,- 
145,517 . 
A tract of 16 0 acres on the 
Osage reserv ation in Oklahoma was 
leased for nearly $2,000,000 and sev ­ 
eral others brou ght more than $1,000,- 
000 apiece. 
The Os*iges alone real­ 
ized $2^,8 7 0,48 3 from oil and gas. 
Lu mber cu t on all reserv ations ag­ 
gregated 20,000,000 feet which y ielded 
tlje Indians $1,9 32,000. 
Pima Indians in Arizona will be es­ 
pecially benefited by a $5,500,000 dain 
to be constru cted on the Gila riv er 
near San Carlos.

Redwood Gr ove Memor ial 
to Fr anklin K. Lane 
The spirit of the late Franklin K. 
Lane was invoked at the dedication of 
the Redwood grove in his memory at 
Kettintelbe, In Humboldt county, Cali­ 
fornia, recently. 
He loved the great 
forests of the Pacific coast and In his 
i official capacity had occasion to turn 
1 this love into the channels of protec­ 
tion, says the New York Times. 
Mr. 
Lane was an apostle of the parks, 
seeking to preserve, enlarge and Im­ 
prove the lands set aside by state and 
nation for the enjoyment of future 
generations. 
To 
him 
the 
great 
stretches of wilderness were spots to 
be saved. 
But at the same time they 
were, as he put it, a challenge to man. 
“Master me I Put me to use! Make me 
something more than 1 a m !” were the 
words in which he described the chal­ 
lenge of the wilderness. 
And in re­ 
sponse to it he sought to show the 
people of the country how much could 
be added to the available regions by 
the love and thought of man. 
It was 
not enough for him that they were 
preserved. 
They must also be made 
accessible. 
The redwood grove dedicated in his 
memory Is only a small tract—135 
acres. 
It adjoins tbe Hipnboldt state 
redwood park, in the heart of one of 
the finest remaining redwood regions, 
and itself contains unusually splendid 
specimens of this giant tree. 
More 
common than Its cousin, the sequoia 
gigantea, or “big tree,” it has also been 
subject to greater destruction. 
It at­ 
tains neither the weight nor the age 
of the big trees, but is often taller. 
Where the giant sequoias reach a di­ 
ameter of 35 feet, the redwoods rarely 
ex ceed ten feet. 
John Muir lias esti­ 
mated the age of some of the biggest 
specimens of sequoias at between 3,000 
and 4,000 years, whereas few redwoods 
have been found over 1,400 years of 
age. 
The worst enemy of the redwood, 
as of the big trees, is man, insects and 
other pests being unable to attack the 
large specimens, and even fire more 
often than not leaves them unscathed, 
owing to the thick bark and tough na­ 
ture of the wood. 
Tbe greed of man, 
however, is insatiable. 
Against this 
the only effective protection Is control 
by state or national bureaus. 
Trav­ 
elers in the ’80s and ’90s describe tbe 
ruthless destruction of these giant for­ 
ests by lumberers, who used methods 
so wasteful that often two-thirds of a 
tree was unfit for use.

had no t been a single crystal no lino s
